Tho original function of 
such jury IIIM boon extinct for conturios, 
anil Uio function which llioy now discharge 
coul], on the wholo, be aa well, if not bot- 
tor performed by tlio Coroner Bitting alouo. 
In tho flrat instance, Iho jury '.voro Bolectixl 
us being Iho men \vlio liwl hml tho best 
opportiimtiot* of knowing tho oircunmlnncCH 
under which tho dead man haul coino by his 
find. Now, they aro taken at random, and 
directed to judge from tho testimony of 
others what thogo circumstances wore. Ho 
far, they etand in the smiio position 
HH a 


jury iu a criminal trial, lint there is by no 
iiieaiw tho same reason for their retention 
in the two cases. 


The jury in a criminal trial has to pro- 


nouuce whether tho evidence against tho 
accused person is strong enough to niiBtain 
a rcnliet of "guilty," and for this purpose 
it is very important that they should bo 
merely so iu»ny men in the street. When 
life and liberty hang on a verdict, that ver- 
dict should 
not rest on consileralions 


which ily too far above tho heads of the 
multitude. There is no similar necessity in 
the case of a mere preliminary inquiry. 
It tuigut be a hardship to bo hanged or im- 
prisoned because a shrewd lawvor thought 
you guilty, but it would be no "hardship to 
bo tried because a shrewd lawyer thought 
that thero was a prima facie cnso against 
you. 
Justice demands something more 


than this for condemnation, but sho does 
not necessarily demand anything more for 
investigation. There is no jury in Scotland, 
and Scotchmen object to bo murdered quite 
as much as any people in the world. 


Tho nomination of General Francis T. 


Nicolls, by the democratic convention, for 
governor of Louisiana, is "hailed with en- 
thusiasm" by tho democrats. Ho belongs 
to an old and distinguished family, was born 
in 13IW, and was educated at West Point, 
whence he'graduated in 1855. 
In 1850 ho 


resigned his commission and commenced 
the practice of law. 
At the breaking out of 


tho war of secession ho entered tho confed- 
erate service as a captain. Ho lost an arm 
in the Shenandoah valley, under Stonewell 
Jackson,_and a log at Cuancellorsvillo, but 
i'uumiuti(i on duty till the close of tho war. 
His nomination is, therefore, regarded as a 
"singularly happy one, calculated to unite 
all the elements of conservatism through- 
out tho stato." Doubtless.
